(n  1980,  nonneasiern  Illinois  was  home  to  over  7  1  million  residenls  The  ctty  o(  Chicago  accounted 
lof  42  4%  of  the  regions  population  Alter  a  Oecade  of  substantial  suburban  growth,  the  suburba-^ 
counties'  share  of  population  had  increased  signrlicanlly  By  1980,  these  shares  had  reached  3i  5=o 
lor  suburban  Cook.  9  3%  (or  DuPage  County.  3  9°^  tor  Kane  County,  6  2''s  tor  Lake  County,  2  fo  lo' 
McHenry  County,  and  A  6^4  lor  Will  Counfy 

The  distribution  of  househoWs  across  the  region  was  similar  to  the  population  distribution  eicept  that, 
geneialty  speaking,  the  more  densely  developed  portions  of  the  region  had  smaller  average 
household  si;e  As  result,  these  areas'  share  ol  the  total  number  ot  regional  households  was  higher 
than  the  corresponding  population  share  For  example,  while  the  crty  of  Chicago  accounted  tor  J2°c 
ot  the  population,  it  conlamed  44%  o(  the  households. 

The  region's  job  base  was  only  slightly  less  decentralized  across  the  region  Of  the  regionwide  19B0 
total  o(  3  4  million  jobs.  4B  S'o  were  in  Chicago,  32  8%  in  suburban  Cook,  8  4''o  in  DuPage  County, 
3  5%  in  Kane  County,  4  8%  m  Lake  County,  1  4°.o  m  McHenry  County,  and  2  T'c.  m  Will  County  An 
area  bounded  by  Nonh  Avenue,  Western.  Pershing  and  the  lai.e.  and  that  includes  Chicago's 
downtown,  contained  784.000  lObs,  or  23''o  ol  the  region's  total,  m  1980 


WHERE  IS  NEW  DEVELOPMENT  CONCENTRATED? 

Generally,  development  activity,  including  planned  and  announced  developments,  observed  in  the 
region  dunng  1989  through  mid-October  reinforces  the  growth  patterns  of  the  earlier  pan  ol  the 
decade  in  Cook  County,  substantial  residential  activrty  is  occunng  on  the  near  north  side  of  the  city 
of  Chicago,  m  Hanover.  Palatine,  and  Wheeling  townships  in  nonhwest  suburban  Cook,  and  in  Orland 
and  Lemoni  townships  in  southwest  suburban  Cook  Significant  activity  is  obsenjed  throughout 
DuPage  Counry  with  the  highest  concentrations  in  the  vicmriies  ot  the  communities  of  Carol  Stream, 
Baniett,  Wheaton.  and  Oak  Brook  In  Kane  County,  relatively  modest  growth  eidends  through  the  Fox 
Valley  townships  and  into  Sugar  Grove  Township  Signrficanl  residential  development  activity  is  seen 
in  Lake  Counry  in  BuHa'o  Grove.  Vernon  Hills.  Lbertyviiie.  Mundelem.  and  Gumee  -  all  communities 
located  in  the  central  portion  of  the  county  Much  of  the  development  occuring  in  McHenry  County 
IS  located  rn  ns  southeastern  pomon  with  a  particular  focus  on  Crystal  Lake.  Algonquin  and 
Woodstock  Most  ot  the  activity  m  Will  County  is,  relative  to  the  balance  of  the  region,  modest  and 
IS  concentrated  m  the  Naperville  portion  ot  Wheatland  Township,  on  the  eastern  edges  ol  Homer 
Township  adjacent  to  the  growth  pressures  (rom  Qrland  Park,  and  in  Frankfon  and  DuPage 
townships 


itions  of  non-residential  aclivity  are  disinbuted  m  a  similar  manner  In  Cook,  such 
growth  is  seen  in  Schaumburg.  Hoffman  Estates  (the  Sears  site).  Elk  Grove  Village,  ihe  near  north 
side  ot  the  crty  ot  Chicago.  Orland  Park  Matteson.  and  Richion  Park  Activity  in  DuPage  County  is 
focused  on  the  I-B8  corridor,  in  Bloomingdaie  and  Naperville  townships  and  in  the  community  ol  Burr 
Ridge  located  on  the  eastern  edge  of  Downers  Grove  Township  Modest  activity  is  reported  lor 
eastern  Kane  County  with  some  concentration  in  Dundee  and  Rutland  townships  As  wrih  residential 
activity,  nonresidential  development  activities  extend  nonh  and  south  through  the  second  tier  ol  Lake 
County  townships  west  of  Lake  Michigan  Significant  activity  is  also  observed  in  the  Lake  Zurich  area 
Only  modest  activity  is  observed  m  McHenry  and  Will  counties 


Between  1980  and  1935  Ihe  region  gamed  an  addrtional  32.000  persons  every  year  Most  ot  ihis 
population  grov^h  was  located  in  only  a  tew  areas  These  included  the  Orland  Park  area,  the  1-88 
corridor  through  south  DuPage  County,  nonh  through  the  center  ot  DuPage  County  and  nonhwest 
suburban  Cook  County,  the  Palaine/Wheelmg/Norihfield  tier  ol  townships,  and  up  through  central 
Lake  County  Together,  these  townships  accounted  tor  77%  of  total  suburban  population  growth 
Many  ol  the  townships  adjacent  lo  the  city  ot  Chicago  lost  population  as  the  modest  growth  in  the 
number  of  households  was  unable  to  keep  pace  wrlh  the  continuing  declines  in  average  household 
Size 

During  the  1980  to  1985  span,  the  city  of  Chicago  grew  by  an  estimated  600  people  per  year  With<n 
the  city,  the  Loops  population  grew  by  over  47%  during  Ihe  1980  to  1985  span  Other  community 
areas  gaming  over  10%  included  O'Hare,  South  Lawndale,  Lincoln  Park,  the  Lower  West  Side,  and 
Hermosa  Of  the  77  community  areas,  49  lost  [lopulation  In  percentage  terms.  Ihe  areas  losing  the 
mosi  population  were  Riverdale,  Washington  Park,  Hegewisch.  Archer  Heights,  McKinley  Park,  Grand 
Boulevard,  West  Lawn.  Gartield  Ridge,  and  Clearing  --  all  losing  over  I0°o 

Between  1980  and  1985,  the  pattern  ot  |0b  decentralization  continued  as  the  northeastern  Illinois 
region  gamed  44,000  |Obs.  or  an  average  ol  6.800  |Obs  per  year  The  Suburban  area  as  a  whole 
gamed  130,000  and  85%  ot  those  new  ]Obs  were  found  jusi  within  the  townships  of  York,  Addison 
and  Ijsle  in  DuPage  County  and  Norlhfield.  Schaumburg  and  Palatine  in  nonhwest  suburban  Cook 
County  Withjn  the  city  ol  Chicago,  the  downtown  area  gamed  over  19,000  new  jobs  while  the 
balance  of  the  city  lost  by  over  104,000  A  substantial  number  of  jobs  were  also  lost  m  the  west 
suburban  Cook  area  and  in  Joliei  Township  in  Will  County 

SECTION  III 

WHAT  ARE  THE  DENSITY  LEVELS  OF  TRANSIT  DEMAND  AND  SUPPLY? 

Transit  demand  densdies  are  defned  as  the  sum  of  residential  population  and  the  number  of  lObs 
by  workplace  An  adequate  level  ol  demand  lor  the  provision  of  transit  services  is  assumed  if  the 
sum  of  population  and  jobs  exceeds  4000  per  square  mile  In  1985,  such  levels  were  observed  m 
the  satellite  oues  of  Waukegan.  Elgin.  Aurora,  and  Joliet,  in  the  vicinities  ot  Crystal  Lake.  Woodstock 
McHenry,  Bolingbrook,  bberiyvilie,  Mundelem  and  the  Round  Lake  communities,  up  the  lakeshore  to 
Waukegan,  in  the  eastern  two-thirds  of  DuPage  County,  and  in  most  ot  Cook  County  The  highest 
areas  of  demand  include  the  city  ol  Chicago  and  eiiend  through  the  near-in  suburbs,  along  most  ol 
the  commuter  rail  lines,  and  the  core  areas  of  Waukegan,  Elgin,  Aurora,  and  Joliet 

An  estimated  supply  of  existing  bus  service  (or  peak  periods  can  be  implied  from  an  indicator 
calculated  by  summing  bus  route  mileages  divided  by  their  peak-hour  headways  m  each  quaner 
section 

Based  on  an  application  ot  this  measure  usmg  1989  information,  clear  corridors  ol  eictremely  frequent 
CTA  service  eidends  along  the  Stevenson  Express  way,' Archer  Avenue  corridor,  nonh  and  south  from 
downtown  along  the  lakeshore,  up  Milwaukee  Avenue,  east  and  west  across  75th  Street,  and  nonh 
and  south  along  Halsled  and  Stony  island  on  the  south  side  Very  frequent  service  covers  the 
remainder  ot  the  Crty  ot  Chicago  as  well  as  the  cores  of  the  satellite  cities  ol  Waukegan,  Eigm, 
Aurora,  and  Joliet,  and  the  newer  areas  like  Naperville  Corndors  of  very  frequent  service  extend 
along  the  portions  ol  the  Chicago  North  Western  lines  and  adjacent  to  the  Illinois  Central 


WHAT  ARE  THE  PATTERNS  LIKELY  TO  BE  IN  THE  FUTURE? 

Based  on  forecasts  endorsed  by  Ihe  Nonheaslern  Illinois  Planning  Commission  in  198B,  between  1980 
and  2010,  the  region  as  a  whole  (s  expeaed  to  gam  1  08  million  people.  727,000  households,  and 
nearly  770.000  jObs  On  an  average  annual  basis  this  translates  to  35.900  people,  24,200 
households,  and  25.700  jobs  It  must  be  noted  that  these  forecasts  do  not  consider  the  possibility 
of  an  additional  majOr  arrpon  rn  or  adjacent  to  the  region  The  patterns  described  below  would 
clearly  tie  altered  by  such  a  major  project

For  population,  the  growth  toward  the  outer  edges  of  the  region  will  continue  Between  1980  and 
2010,  Cook  County's  share  of  the  regional  total  will  tan  from  73  9%  to  67  3%  Chicago's  share  will 
decrease  from  42  4%  to  38  6°*  Of  the  total  population  change  during  the  penod,  Chicago's  share 
will  be  13  7%  DuPage.  with  28  8%.  will  claim  the  largest  share,  while  McHenry  County  will  receive 
only  69%  Shares  lor  suburban  Cook.  Kane.  Lake,  and  Will  counties  will  be  10%,  143"=,  147%, 
and  11  6%,  respectively  The  ten  leading  townships  together  will  account  for  nearly  46'o  ol  total 
growth  TTiese  areas  include  downtown  and  the  north  and  northwest  sides  ol  the  city  ol  Chicago, 
Naperville,  Wayne,  Usle,  and  Bloomingdaie  townships  in  DuPage  County,  Orland  and  Schaumburg 
townships  in  suburban  Cook,  and  Elgin  Township  m  Kane  County  Population  losses,  largely  the 
result  of  diminishing  average  household  sizes  in  areas  wrth  Irttle  available  land  upon  which  to  expand 
the  housing  stock,  will  occur  on  the  lar  south,  southwest  and  west  sides  of  Chicago,  in  the  suburban 
communities  immediately  adjacent  to  the  central  crty,  and  in  Joliet  Township  in  Will  County 

For  the  most  part,  decentralization  in  the  region's  employment  base  will  also  continue  While  the 
downtown  area  ol  Chicago  will  gam  over  220.000  jobs  and  increase  its  regional  share  (rom  23%  10 
24%  over  the  1980  to  2010  span,  ihe  balance  of  the  city  will  lose  122,000  jobs,  or  151=  ol  its  1980 
total  As  a  result,  the  city  ol  Chicago's  share  of  regional  employment  will  fall  from  47%  to  40% 
During  the  forecast  time  span,  suburban  Cook  s  share  will  remain  unchanged  while  the  share  lor  the 
collar  counties  will  increase  from  20%  to  27°^  TTne  ten  fastest  growing  townships  will  account  lor  75'o 
ot  the  new  employment  growth  m  nonheastem  Illinois  In  addmon  to  the  downtown  Chicago  area 
these  include,  in  order,  NaperviNe.  York,  Nonhlield.  Schaumburg.  Addison,  Bloommgdaie.  Lisle,  Worth, 
and  Elk  Grove  townships  DuPage  County  by  risen  will  claim  36%  ot  total  regional  employment 
growth 

SECTION  VI 

WHAT  ARE  THE  DEMOGRAPHIC  TRENDS  IN  THE  REGION? 

The  spread  o!  new  suburbanization  in  the  northeastern  liimois  area  can  be  measured  by  observing 
the  distribution  ot  a  given  density  over  time  The  maps  in  Seaion  VI  look  at  such  densities  Irom  three 
drffereni  perspectives  -  population,  employment,  and  transit  serviceable  areas  "Urban"  population 
densities  -  tOOO  people  or  more  i^er  square  mile  -  are,  and  wii;  remain,  the  most  widespread  The 
newly  suburbanizing  areas,  in  terms  of  residential  growth,  v^ll  be  found  m  the  Fox  Valley  townships 
of  eastern  Kane  County,  western  DuPage  and  southeastern  McHenry,  in  south  and  central  Lake 
County,  in  a  belt  eifiending  from  Waukegan  to  the  Round  Lake  communities,  along  Ihe  nonhern 
edges  of  Will  County,  and  in  Orland  and  Rich  townships  in  southwest  suburban  Cook  This  far- 
reaching  growth  ol  residential  activity  is  made  possible  through  the  continuing  expansion  of  the 
region's  jOb  base  in  the  suburban  community  T^ie  pattern  for  the  spread  ol  urban'  employment  - 
500  jObs  or  more  per  square  mile  ■  is  similar  to  that  lor  population  but  does  not  eilend  as  far  away 
from  the  urban  center  Transit  serviceable  areas  -  defined  as  4000  people  and-'or  jobs  per  square 
mile  -  IS.  of  course,  similar  to  the  distribution  ol  people  and  jObs  By  2010.  the  new  transit  serviceable 
areas  will  be  tound  in  the  vicmrty  of  Naperville  and  Aurora  m  nonhwesiem  DuPage  County,  and  m 
the  Qrland  Park  area,  with  a  scattering  of  additional  serviceable  densities  across  the  suburban  '
